The PREsroENT elect was then conducted by the Committee 
to the Chair, where he was received by the President pro tem,, 
and by him welcomed to the position to which he had been 
elected. 

The President elect, on taking the Chair, addressed the 
Board as follows : 

Gentlemen : — 

I I have to thank you for the honor you have 

been pleased to confer upon me, in thus calling me to fill the 
chair of your presiding officer. It has been the time-honored 
custom of my predecessors, on this occasion, to make some 
observations upon the great trusts that the people have been 
pleased to confide to us, and I shall detain you with a few 
brief remarks upon the duties we have to discharge, and the 
interests with which we are intrusted. The London Times 
designates New- York as the third city in the civilized world, 
in wealth and population, and, as the metropolis of this con- 
tinent, imparting an impress and tone to every part of the 
country. Whatever may be its position, in reference to wealth 
and population, it is certainly the first city in the liberal diffu- 
sion of education and useful knowledge. Rich and poor, old 
and young, every country and every color, find good ^cJao^^^ 
able, experienced teachers and books, all fuxuV^ed \o ^^vsx. 
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without cost or charge, at the public expense, and so well and 
so liberally provided that every class in the community profits 
by them. 

In giving effect to this great system of public instruction, 
221 day schools, 44 evening schools, a normal school for 
teachers, and the Free Academy, all well filled with pupils, are 
constantly engaged. More than one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand persons are annually taught, and about fifteen hundred 
persons are employed in instructing and taking charge of these 
various institutions, who receive salaries from the public. 
Nearly one thousand students are taught in the course of 
each year in the Free Academy, who have been promoted from 
the higher classes of the grammar schools upon passing the 
requisite examinations. To this institution, which is truly 
an honor to the city, we may refer with pride and pleasure. 
It has, during the comparatively brief period of its existence, 
reached the foremost rank among our literary institutions, and 
is thus estimated by the first authority in the country. 

To realize the rapid growth of this vast system, we have but 
to look back to the commencement of the present century, 
when no public provision of any amount was made for instruc- 
tion. The men are yet living who remember the opening of 
the first public school in this city, and what a change have 
they witnessed ! A few parish schools, and schools endowed by 
private charity, had for nearly a century dragged out a preca- 
rious existence, until they had become too feeble and ineffi- 
cient to supply the public wants, and generation after genera- 
tion was growing up in our midst, ignorant of the rudiments 
of an English education. When it was proposed to provide, 
public instruction, many shrank from the magnitude of the 
enterprise, and the expense attendant upon it. The friends of 
the measure ultimately triumphed, and in a brief period of 
time this system sprang into life and usefulness, and has served 
as an inducement, and a model for hundreds of towns and 
cities, to encourage and foster education in their midst. 

Thesa are the grave trusts which have come down to us from 
those who have gone before, and which we owe it to ourselves 
and the public to administer with fidelity and frugality. An 
annual expenditure of over eleven hundred thousand dollars, 
gives warning that no reasonable economy should be neglected, 
and that every eflibrt should be made to avoid increasing the 
expenditures. It is gratifying to find that the disbursements 
of the Board are now being decreased instead of augmented , 
as has been so long the practice. 
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It is but reasonable to believe, that, as the new school 
buildings are completed, there will be less necessity for pur- 
chasing lots and erecting school edifices in future, and that the 
heavy outlays, heretofore necessarily made for the purchase and 
improvement of real estate, will nearly cease. 

The portion of the taxes thus applied is far from being a 
loss, as in numerous instances the lots thus bought have very 
much increased in value, and are worth far more at this time 
than they originally cost. 

I will no longer detain you, but permit me to trust, gentle- 
men, that I may rely upon your good offices and aid. Inex- 
perienced, and for the first time called to preside in such a 
body, and knowing the embarrassing questions not unfre- 
quently arising, I must crave the advice and the assistance of 
those gentlemen of long and varied experience, whom I see 
around me. In closing, I desire to express the hope that we 
shall proceed harmoniously and usefully through the coming 
year, and that the Giver of All Good may endow us with 
health and happiness, and may crown our labors with benefi- 
cence and success.

The people of the State of New-York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

i 1. Whenever the sum of Fifty-five thousand dollars, part 
of the income arising from the investment of the njoneys de- 
posited by the United States with the State of New- York, ac- 
cording to the act of Congress, entitled, ** An Act to regulate 
the deposits of the public moneys," passed June 23d, 1836, 
shall be distributed to the support of Common Schools, as pro- 
vided by section four of chapter two hundred and thirty-seven 
of the laws of eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Education of the city of New- York, 
on receiving the share of the said sum apportioned to the City 
and County of New- York, to apportion such share among the 
various wards of the said city, in proportion to the number of 
pupils attending the public schools in each Ward. 

i 2. As soon as such apportionment shall have been com- 
pleted by the Board of Education, and not less than one month 
from the receipt by them of the share of the said moneys ap- 
portioned to the City and County of New- York, it shall be the 
duty of the said Board to notify the school trustees of each

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Ward of the amount to which each Ward is entitled by virtue 
of such apportionment. 

i 3. It shall thereupon be the duty of the school trustees of 
the respective Wards to purchase, in their discretion, books for 
the libraries of the schools in their respective Wards, to the 
amount of the moneys so apportioned to each Ward, and to 
render the bills for the books so purchased to the Board of 
Education, by whom such bills shall be paid. 

§ 4. The share of the sum of Fifty-five thousand dollars, re- 
ferred to in the first section of this Act, apportioned to the City 
and County of New- York, shall not be appropriated to any 
other purpose than the purchase of books for the School libra- 
ries in the said city. 

§ 5. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately.

To the Board of Education : 

The Committee on Course of Studies and School Books, to 
whom were referred the resolution offered by Commissioner 
Tucker, and the communication of the City Superintendent, 
in reference to an amendment of the By-laws of the Board 
relative to the Course of Studies in the several Schools, and 
the preparation of lessons out of school hours, respectfully re- 
port: 

That in examining the subject submitted to their charge, 
they have been deeply impressed with the importance of such 
a modification of the existing rules and regulations of the 
Board as shall render the course of study in the several classes 
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more thorough and systematic, while at the same time it shall 
be accomplished with less burden upon the physical strength 
and energies of the pupils. 

The Committee find that promotions are frequently made 
from one class to another without sufficient preparation or a 
sufficiently thorough review of the studies previously pursued. 
This they have endeavored to remedy by an amendment re- 
quiring in all cases a full and complete review before pro- 
motions are made, and by assigning to the Principals of each 
Grammar School the duty of determining upon the competency 
of pupils promoted from the Primary Departments and Schools. 
They also find that in very many of the schools, lessons re- 
quiring from two to four hours' careful study, are assigned for 
preparation out of school hours, while very little and fre- 
quently none of the time specially devoted to instruction is 
applied to this object ; the recitation of lessons thus assigned 
for preparation out of school hours occupying the entire period 
of the school session not devoted to general exercises or neces- 
sary relaxation. This system is found to be excessively burden- 
some to a large class of the pupils, occasioning, as its require- 
ments necessarily must, by far the largest portion of their 
time, leaving them no leisure for other pursuits — for exercise 
or society — and overtasking their physical and mental energies, 
while at the same time they are, in a majority of instances, 
wholly deprived of all guidance or assistance in overcoming 
difficulties. Your Committee have thought best to remedy 
this evil, as far as may be practicable, by prohibiting the 
assignment, in the Primary Departments and Schools, of any 
lessons to be prepared out of school hours ; restricting such 
assignments in the Grammar Schools to lessons, the proper 
preparation for which shall not exceed one hour, and requiring 
in all the Schools and Departments two hours of actual in- 
struction each day, in the preparation of lessons for recitation 
on the following day. They have also endeavored to provide, 
as far as possible, for dispensing with the use of text-books by 
the teachers in communicating instruction. 

With these general views, the Committee unite in recom- 
mending the adoption of the following amendments to the By- 
Laws of the Board respecting the Course of Studies. 

The following! amendments are proposed to that portion 
of the By-Laws of the Board relating to the " Course of 
Studies." ^ 
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Manual ) 

p. 131. \ 11/A line, — After the word " Geography," strike 
out the word ** with," and insert " by" — and after the 
word *' Maps," insert *' without books." 

" '' IQth line. — After the word ** Geography," insert 
*' by Outline Maps." 

" " Strike out the entire paragraph, commenoing with 
the words *'In Primary Schools," and insert the fol- 
lowing : 

*' In each of the Primary Departments and Primary 
*' Schools, two hours of each school day shall be de- 
*^ voted by the pupils to the study of their respective 
*' lessons, under the supervision and instruction of 
" their teachers ; and no lessons shall be given to be 
" studied after school hours." 

p. 133. — Add a new paragraph as follows : 

" Two hours of each school-day shall be devoted by 
'* the pupils of the several classes, under the super- 
" vision and instruction of their teachers, to the study 
'' and preparation of their respective lessons for recita- 
'' tion on the ensuing day, and no lesson shall be re-

Article XX. 

For the Government of the Evening' Schools. 

i 134. Evening Schools shall be established in such of the 
Ward School-Houses or other buildings now used for Ward 
School purposes, and in such other places as the Board of Edu- 
cation shall from time to time deem expedient, and the follow- 
ing rules and regulations are hereby established for the govern- 
ment of the same : 

§ 135. There shall be one term of the Evening Schools, 
commencing on the first Monday of October, and continuing 

eighteen weeks, exclusive of the usual holiday vacation. 

•f 

i 136. The Trustees for each Ward in which Evening Schools 
are located, shall have the power, and they are hereby au- 
thorized, to fit up the School-rooms, provide the necessary means 
for lighting the same, and procure and furnish the necessary 
books and stationery for the use of the teachers and scholars in 
said schools, and provide suitable places to keep the property 
of the Evening Schools separate and apart from that of the 
Ward Schools, subject to the By-Laws and regulations of this 
Board governing Ward Schools in relation to repairs, supplies, 
and books. They shall audit all bills for teachers' and janitors' 
salaries and other expenses, and keep an accurate account of 
the expenditures for Evening Schools distinct from those of the 

48 
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Ward Schools, and the said salaries and bills, when certified to 
be correct by a majority of said Trustees, shall be paid by the 
President and Clerk of this Board (if in their opinion, the bills 
are reasonable and proper), by warrants countersigned by the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

i 137. It shall be the duty of the City Superintendent and 
such of his assistants as he shall direct, to visit and examine 
each of said Schools at least once during the term, and blu much 
oftener as may be practicable, and to report the result of such 
examinjition, with such suggestions and recommendations as 
he may deem expedient to this Board, and to the Trustees of 
the Ward in which such School may be located. 

i 138* This Board shall prescribe the course of studies to be 
pursued in said Schools, and fix the salaries to be paid to 
teachers employed therein, which shall be uniform throughout 
the city. 

i 139. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of each Ward in 
which any Evening School may be located, to nominate to thb 
Board, at the first session in the month of September of each 
year, such teachers as in their judgment may be required for 
such schools, ?iot exceeding one for every thirty pupils in aver- 
age attendance during the preceding term, together with the 
position for which they are designed, and the grade of their 
certificate. Such nominations shall be acted upon at the next 
meeting of this Board. 

i 140. Teachers may be removed, vacancies filled, and addi- 
tional teachers appointed during the term, by the proper Boards 
of Trustees, subject to the approval of this Board, provided the 
average attendance of scholars is at least thirty to each teacher. 

§ 141. Upon the removal of teachers, or employment of ad- 
ditional teachers, the Board of Trustees shall, forthwith, file 
with the Clerk of this Board, a copy of the resolution directing 
the same, certified by its Chairman and Secretary to have been 
adopted at a meeting thereof, at which a quorum was present, 
which resolution shall be submitted to this Board at the first 
session after the filling thereof. 
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i 142, If such removals or appointments are not confirmed 
by this Board, they shall be null and void, and of no effect. 

i 143. "Whenever the Trustees, or a majority of them, in 
any Ward, shall deem it advisable to organize one or more 
additional Evening Schools, or to discontinue any of said 
Schools, they shall report the same to this Board, v^ith the 
facts and circumstances showing such necessity, and the 
Board shall decide on the same. 

§ 144. In each School there shall be employed one Principal 
teacher, who shall be responsible to this Board, and to the 
Trustees of the Ward, for the good government and manage- 
ment of the said School. The Assistant teachers employed 
shall be responsible to the Principal for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties committed to their charge. 

t 145. The Principal teacher shall keep all the books re- 
quired under these rules, or by the proper Board of Trustees, 
and, in addition, the following, to wit : a Roll Book, a Weekly 
Report Book, and a Visitors' Book. 

§ 146. No teacher shall be employed who does not, at the 
time of his or her appointment, hold a certificate of qualifica- 
tion equal to grade C, from the City Superintendent. 

i 147. The Schools for Males shall be opened at 7 o'clock, 
and closed at 9^ o'clock, in the evenings of the usual school- 
days. 

§ 148. The door shall be opened at 6 o'clock and 40 min- 
utes, at which time the teachers shall be present to maintain 
order, and to make all necessary preparations for the coni- 
mencement of the School exercises. 

§ 149. The Schools for ^Females shall be opened and closed 
half an hour before the time for opening and closing the 
Schools for Males, and the doors for admission of pupils to the 
School Buildings shall be opened half an hour before the time 
of opening the doors for Males, at which time the teachers 
shall bo present. 
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i 150. No scholar shall be received in the Schools who 
attends the Ward Schools, or whose daily avocations will 
admit of his or her attendance at the same. 

4 151. Applications for admission to the Schools shall be 
made to the Principal at the School-rooms, by the pupils. 

i 152. The Principal shall enter in a book, to be kept for 
that purpose, the name, residence, age, and occupation, of the 
pupil, together with the name of the parent or guardian of 
said pupil ; and shall report at the end of the term to this 
Board, and to the proper Board of Trustees, the whole number 
taught, with the average attendance for the term, together 
with such other information as may be required. 

i 153. The Principal shall furnish each pupil with the neces- 
sary books and stationery, and keep an account of the same, 
and said pupil shall be held accountable for their proper use 
and return. 

i 154. The proper Boards of Trustees shall have power to 
make Rules and Regulations for the government of the Eve- 
ning Schools, consistent with the By-Laws of this Board. 

§ 155. Pay-rolls, as hereinbefore provided in Section 32 of 
Article VII., shall be prepared by the principal of 'each Eve- 
ning School, at the end of the term of such Schools, and pre- 
sented to the Chairman of the appropriate Board of Trustees, 
which Board shall audit the same, and, within five days there- 
after, file the same with the Clerk of this Board, who shall 
examine and pay the same within five days thereafter, as 
other teachers' pay-rolls are to be examined and paid : Pro- 
vided, however, that the Principal of the Male department of 
each Evening School shall prepare and present the pay-roll for 
all teachers of Evening Schools employed in the same building 
with himself.

— The vacations and holidays allowed in the Schools, 
in the several » Wards, shall be as follows: every Saturday

Friday ; the first day of May ; the fourth day of July ; any 
day appointed by the Governor of the State for a public fast or 
thanksgiving ; the twenty-fifth day of December, the second 
day of January, and the intermediate days ; the day next fol- 
lowing any day above specified, when such latter day shall be 
Sunday ; the day next following any day above specified, when 
such latter day shall be Thursday, and the interval between 
the 'last Friday in July and the first Monday in September.

its consideration, at the earliest opportunity ; and, except that 
the Board of Trustees of any Ward may authorize the closing 
of any of the Schools in that Ward, for the whole or a part of 
a single day, when there shall be a special occasion therefor, 
occurring subsequently to the last previous meeting of the 
Board of Education. 

A special report from the Principal of each School shall ac- 
company each pay-roll, stating, whether or not any session of 
such School has been omitted previous to the date of such re- 
port, and subsequently to the last preceding report, other than 
such vacations and holidays as are specifically allowed by the 
By-Laws of the Board of Education ; and if any session has 
been so omitted, for what reason, and by what authority the 
same was omitted ; and no salary shall be paid to the Teach- 
ers in any School in which a session shall have been omitted, 
in violation of this By-Law, unless such payment shall be au- 
thorized by a special vote of the Board of Education. 

The School on Randall's Island is excepted from this By- 
Law, and its sessions shall continue as heretofore.

In Frao^a, I was not more successful ; and when 
J reached Italy — the venerable mother of Englidi lej^ningr- 
teachers, and pupils, all, mindsi all ^arS; v^ere turned south- 
ward to catch the distant miisic of the dust and weather- 
stained drums of Garibaldi. Where war comes, . the grass 
grows thick around the threshold of the school-house, and it 
takes long years to tread it down. It was then, and it is now, 
in these times of civil discord, my prayer that niy country 
may be preserved free, prosperous, peaceful; and that the 
Father of all things will never permit these precious fountains 
of public intelligence and instruction to cease to flow: 

Gentlemen, when we survey the past year, we have every 
reason to believe that the efforts of this Board have been crowned 
with success and the public favor. Let us one and all resolve 
that we will do all that lies in our power to sustain and 
protect this beneficent system of public instruction.
